Judaisin is an- ancient and honorable religion 
based on the Old: Testament. lewas the religion 
of our Saviour in his boyhood. [te is:a primary in- 
gredient in the synthesis of Christianity. Its rabbis 
have the most thorough training and the best edu- 
cation of any religious ministry. Judaism has been 
importint to the on-going stream of civilizition: in 
muy countries, Through the centuries there has 
beet ne conflict between being a good Fnglish- 
man ora good Yemenite, or a. good Irishman and 
a good fow=religiously. Nor-are there records of 
the faith having been used for politieal ends until 
recent yeurs, Judaisin has produced unusually high 
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standards-of. monogamous. marriage. It has devel- 


‘oped strong. family. ties and“ respect for ancestry : 


not unlike that found in China: 


The Hebrew. tradition began with Abraham 
-about 1490°B.C.- His lineal ‘descendants were said- 


to be the-children of Noah’s son Shenv and: there- 


fore-were called Semites. Theirs has-been ’a hard: 


lot: Rome conquered -and dispersed-ithein in 70 
A.D. and. destroyed their holy ‘city of Jerusalem, 
since which time they have wandered ‘the earth, 
and had their citizenship‘in many-countries. 

Jews who did not become ipostate to their Faith 


venerated the moral ideals of their ancestry and 


cherished the hopes first stated by their ancient 
‘prophets. Families who-have remained steadfast in 


the faith usually sing :a. psalm and have grace at 


meals, The parents in'such homes habitually school 
their children in Judaisin with justifiable pride. 

Judaism has. produced. nobility of character. 
Many of the world’s most respected leaders in many 
fields have been, and are, Jews: In many eras and 
nations they have entered quietly and normally into 
the flow of community and national life, following 
their professions or crafts and finding their levels 
an the basis of true capacity and skill, ; 

Even in the Arab nations, contrary to propa- 
ganda, Jewish-people are today living peacefully 
with full respect and rights accorded them and 
suffering no special pressure or problems despite 
political revolution there. In ‘Egypt, for example, 
we found more than 50.000 Jews living with the 
Arabs happily mingling in all their business rela- 
tionships. serving in trusted positions in the na- 
tional Jife with no problems of persecution. The 
senior rabbi.in the city of Cairo is today one of the 
most respected elder statesman of that great city. 
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“The. great difficulty with some Jews is that they 
have. merged or substituted’ their. Judaistic faith 
with a political system which is called Zionism. An 


‘effort has “been made, with: marked: success until 


recently, to identify Judaisni with world-wide Zion=” 


_ism and: to make the State of Israel only a part of. 


israel, the balance being world-wide Zionisin. This, 
you see, makes Judaism not religious but political 
Zionists create a double nationality problem, but 
play it down vigorously. They contend that alt the. 


_ eleven‘ inillion Jews in-the world have nationil re- 


sponsibilities to the State of Israel. This is untrue. 
“They even suggest: that these eleven million Jews 
will ultimately go to that Promised Land, which is 
abhorrent to most. Jews in America «who. under: 
stand “it. 

Some years ago, Mrs. Fifield and 1 visited: with 
aman who had gone to Israel from Chicago. He 
would have given anything in all the world to get 
hack to Chicago. Many ‘people who are talking 
most about Zionism in the great centers of New 
York, Chicago and Los “Angeles do. not want to 
go there and have no thought of goitig there. That 
is not their interest. The idea of the in-gathering 
of these eleven million Jews is an insult, they say, 
to their intelligence. Anyway, they know that the 
little State of Israel is.tiny, that it has no natural 
resources of importance and it could nat support 
them if they were to migrate thither. 

For the moment the Zionists excuse these folks 
from going to Israel provided they finance Isracl's 
government, There are a great many who are in 
the position of sending their money instead of go- 
ing themselves.: There are strong psychological 
pressires which have been brought to bear on-such. 
The financial appeals for Zionism are highly emo- 
tonal. Zionist leaders now seem to lave the mood 
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of-desperation!:They try to emphasize the human-- 


iturian. They. try to minimize the: political. They. - 
lave raised slaggering sums. of money especially: - 
gitice Litler’s dastarly-use of thie Jews.as scapegoats 
‘in Germany. This Zionist money is never devoted . 
to the humanitarian purpose of- helping the Jewish.

Question: Dr. Fifield, you mentioned great ine

Question: Dr. Fifield, T would like to ask this 


question. Since there is so much talk in- the world 


and such a hubbub about anti-Semitism and acens- 
ations of this sort, are-all the. Semites in the world 
Jews? 


Answer: Oh no, Jews are only a small part of the 
Semite group. If you take the lineage that comes 
from Shem, the son of Noah, you would include all 
of the Arabs, who of course are Semites. You would 
inelude the Assyrians, Yemenites—there are about 
eighty or ninety million Semites which. would make 
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the: Jews. about one in-ten.in ratio; (Interruption. ) 


“That: fallacy has been illustrated’ by. this “woman 


who. says she is not Jewish but-isa Sentite She is 
a symbol of the answer that I gave. Lam glad that 
the question was brought up. That is just part of 
the apparatus that has been developed to. create 
confusion. :

One 
ifternoon when J was. preaching in New York for 
the summer,:he came up-to. our room:in the Roose= 
velt Hotel, Jaid down on the davenport.and we : 
talked for three hours. I think that he had some 
senility in his later years and may have made ir- 
responsible statements but I would want-lo say to 
the credit of Rabbi Wise, as my good friend for 
many years, that if the statement reported was ever 
made by him it was made when he was not himself. 


Question: You say that this district is under some 
of the worst influences of evil in the United States. 
Is that influence ruled by the pressure of the same 
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gang that keeps t us from singing - Christmas carols 


in. schools and: even. on Wilshire Boulevard at 


-Christinas?: 


Answer: I know fron personal Gxperience. that 


this problem is serious here. The Los Angeles Chief 


of Police Parker, who: incidentally. is.a very good:

Question: Dr. Fifield, [would like to inquire the 
approximate’ proportion ‘of Zionists that-are now. 
living in Israel? 


Answer: Ihave made quite an effort to get that 
information and have not succeeded. | have no in- 
formation on the question you ask. F can only say 
that | know from conversations, that | had one 
afternoon in Tel Aviv, for example, that there are 
wlot of people there who may have once been 
Zionists but who aren't now. As [said inthe body 
of my address, the firm-core Zionists are few and 
for the most part these who lave a self-interest 
angle in the matter. They have secured the sup- 
port of fine people who have humanitarian im- 
pulses, such as the gentlemen who asked the ques- 
tion here a moment age. They have thought sin- 
eerely but they have been inisled to believe that 
Isracl would be the promised land and that all Jews 
would there find the fulfillment of their heart’s de- 
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sires. Lcan-only say from:personal testimonies.and. 
from observations there, that they have not found 
‘ite It is my-conviction that they: never will, How- 
ever ‘many Zionists there are in Israel, they com- 
pletely dominate and control the. total situation, 


Questions You have spoken excellently in gen- 
eralities but you have giver us very: few facts. I 
would like you to substantiate the statement which 
Fam quoting fronv yout address ‘and T-would like: 
for you to substantiate it with facts and. with fig- 
ures: “Money that-was raised was never used: to 
help the Jewish poor anywhere but in Isracl.” Cer- 
tainly, Tdon't think that this.cansbe true. 


“Answer: T have made quite au effort to find any 


philanthropy carried on. by the Zionist apparatus 


anywhere except in Israel, orat the present time in 


“North Africa in aneffort-to get Jaws in-North A [rica 


to migrate to Israel. 1 have never been able to find 
the disbursement of any money by the Zionist or- 
vanization to help the poor in any other country. 
If cinyone has that information [ should be very glad 
to retractimy statement. (There was a pause and no 
one spoke.) [did not idake that statement casually. 
Ubelieve the facts will support it. If you have refer- 
ence to the present expenditures in North Africe 
where havoc is being wrought in the effort to stem 
the tide of emigres fram Isracl-by getting substan- 
tial influx of Jewish people from the Barbary Coast 
countries, | recognize that substantial monies are 
being spent there but as part of the Zionist pro-
